Neb., July ll.—William 
Jennings Bryan, for the third time the 
nominee of the Democratic party for 
president, after four days and nights 
of strenuous endeavor, which have 
brought him a running mate and a 
platform, over both of which he is 
enthusiastic, 
retired to 
dream 
of 
Democratic success next November. 
That is, his dreams will be thus, if 
they follow his belief, but It was by 
no means certain that exhausted na­ 
ture would allow even so pleasant an 
encroachment on his slumbers. Since 
Tuesday, when the convention opened, 
Mr. Bryan has been busy and prob­ 
ably busier than any man in Denver, 
lf not In the country. It is doubtful, 
that if in the past four days he has 
averaged more than three hours sleep 
In the twenty-four. He has been in 
constant touch by telegraph with the 
convention and with great frequency 
has been called upon to give instant 
decisions in matters of great impor­ 
tance. With no wish to dominate the 
actions of his friends at Denver, he 
has constantly been asked by them for 
guidance. 
Mr. Bryan has maintained 
a cheerful 
equanimity of temper, 
clearness of mind and a vigor of ac­ 
tion, which bespeaks perfect health. 
The past twenty-four hours were 
fruitful of developments. The plat­ 
form was adopted, Mr. Bryan was nom­ 
inated and the second place on the 
ticket filled by the nomination of Mr. 
J. W. Kern of Indiana. 
Nomination Pleases Bryan. 
When he received the news of the 
nomination of Mr. J. W. Kern for 
vice president, Mr. Bryan said that 
his views on the nomination could 
best be expresed in the telegram 
which he sent to Mr. Kern. He is not 
only pleased with the nomination, but 
pleased that it was made with such 
unanimity. There were a number of 
persons whom he counted as available 
and Kern was always included in this 
list.

Referring to suggestions that the 
Republican party might receive funds 
outside of New York and not include 
them in the report of the national 
treasurer, Mr. Taft replied promptly 
that it was possible to commit perjury 
in such a case, but he scouted the 
Idea that the purpose of giving pub­ 
licity to the funds of the party In the 
coming national campaign Is not en­ 
tirely sincere. 
Mr. Sheldon also de­ 
clared that the New York law in re­ 
spect to all the funds that come to 
the national committee in whatever 
state they may be collected will be 
published with the names of the don­ 
ors. Mr. Sheldon said he believed 
money for campaign purposes would 
be very “tight” this year, but he did 
not believe the publicity of campaign 
funds would lessen the amount con­ 
tributed. He declared that compli­ 
ance with the law in this respect 
would dispel the popular idea that a 
vast amount of money is spent in na­ 
tional campaigns.

Surrogate John

Cornell went there for that purpose. 
Mr. Cornell did this out of considera­ 
tion for Mrs. Cleveland, who did not 
care to come to the courthouse at 
Trenton. Mrs. Cleveland arrived in 
Princeton from New Hampshire Fri­ 
day. 
The will is In Mr. Cleveland’s hand­ 
writing and makes no disclosures as 
to the extent of his wealth. After 
some minor bequests And the creation 
of a fund of $10,000 for each of the 
four children, the remainder of the 
estate Is left to Mrs. Cleveland. In 
the will Mr. Cleveland expresses the 
desire that he be burled la the place 
where he should die and that his body 
be not removed unless it should be 
absolutely necessary to have it repose 
by the side of his wife’s body.

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NOISELESS HALL AT DENVER. 


Democratic Convention Delegates Will 
Sit Higher Than Speakers. 
The acoustic properties of the new 
Jtenver Auditorium, which scats 14,000 
persons and tn which the Democratic 
national Convention will be held, are' 
pronounced as perfect as In nny sim- 1 
liar assembly hall In the United States. 1 
Actors, singer* and orators have been I 
Induced to make practical tests of the 
acoustic values of the great hall, and 
changes have l>een made at the sug 
gestlon of those who have found de 
fects. 
As the place 1* now arranged 
a speaker using a moderate speaking 
tone Is plainly beard by auditors sit-! 
ting In any part of the vast building 
The committee In charge of the con-1 
struction of the Auditorium decided to 
place the stage for the convention as 
near the center of the hall as possible. 
Instead of near one end, as Is the c ub- • 
tom in such places. 
This gives the 
speaker a great advantage, Inasmuch 
as It enables him to use a lower tone 
ef voice than is usually employed In 
addressing 14,000 people, although he 
Is required to turn his back on part of 
his audience. 
'I'lie Denver Auditorium Is so con­ 
structed that the speaker stands on a 
lower level than his auditors, and all 
the air currents passing through the 
building for ventilating purposes are 
drawn from directly l>ei)cath the plat­ 
form on which the speakers stand. 
In 
this manner every circumstance tends 
to carry the sounds of the sj»eaker’s 
voice straight to his hearers, so that 
his lowest tone It more plainly beard 
than ore the strongest efforts of a 
speaker addressing an audience In a 
hall constructed In the ordinary way. 
The lights us<*d In the convention 
hall are noiseless. They are Immense 
clusters of Incandescent electric lamps. 
This will obvlnte the constant sputter­ 
ing and blinding glare so annoying 
where arc lights are employed for Illu­ 
mination. 
The telegraph Instruments In the Au­ 
ditorium will also be noiseless. Mes 
sages will l»e seut from the press table 
Immediately In front of the presiding 
officer’s desk. 
The matting on the 
aisles of the Auditorium and the fold­ 
ing seats with which the place Is sup­ 
plied throughout are selected so that 
the least noise will result from the 
movements of the Immense crowd that 
will In? ¡»resent at the sessions of the 
convention.

An officer * f the United States army 
OB his rotors from the Philippines told 
this story on Bishop Henry Cod man 
Potter, the well known Episcopalian 
churchman:

The preacher for tae day had already 
ascended the pulpi , and as the bishop 
appeared in his vestments at the chan 
cel door in full view of the congrega­ 
tion tlie choir was singing as the hymn 
before the sermon: 
“Too late, too late! Ye cannot enter 
now!” 
A broad smile spread over the faces 
of the congregation as the bishop, tak 
ing in the situation, retreated as quiet­ 
ly as possible to the vestry room.

On being assured that the bishop was 
glveu every possible attention, she re­ 
plied positively:

The acoustic properties of the new 
Denver Auditorium, which seats 14,000 
persons and In which the Democratic 
national convention will be beld, are 
pronounced as perfect as in any sim­ 
ilar assembly hall in the United States. 
Actors, singers and orators have been 
induced to make practical tests of the 
acoustic values of the great ball, and 
changes have been made at the aug 
gestlon of those who have found de­ 
fects. 
As the place is now arranged 
a speaker using a moderate speaking 
terne Is plainly beard by auditors sit­ 
ting In any part of the vast building. 
The committee in charge of the con­ 
struction of the Auditorium decided to 
place the stage for the convention as 
near the center of the hall as possible, 
instead of near one end, as la the cus­ 
tom in such places. 
This gives the 
speaker a great advantage, Inasmuch 
as It enables him to use a lower tone 
af voice than is usually employed In 
Addressing 14,000 people, although he 
Is required to turn his back on part of 
bls audience. 
The Denver Auditorium is so con­ 
structed that the speaker stands on a 
lower level than his auditors, and all 
the air currents passing through the 
building for ventilating purposes are 
drawn from directly beneath the plat­ 
form on which the speakers stand. 
In 
this manner every circumstance tends 
to carry the sounds of the speaker’s 
voice straight to his hearers, so that 
his lowest tone is more plainly beard 
than are the strongest efforts of a 
speaker addressing an audience in a 
hall constructed In the ordinary way. 
The lights used In the convention 
hall are noiseless. They are immense 
clusters of Incandescent electric lamps. 
This will obviate the constant sputter­ 
ing and blinding glare so annoying 
where arc lights are employed for illu­ 
mination. 
The telegraph instruments lo the Au­ 
ditorium will also be noiseless. Mes­ 
sages will be sent from the press table 
immediately in front of the presiding 
officer’s desk. 
The matting on the 
aisles of the Auditorium and the fold­ 
ing seats with which the place is sup­ 
plied throughout are selected so that 
the least noise will result from the 
movements of the immense crowd that 
will be present at the sessions of the 
convention.
